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REMARKS 

Upon entry of the claim amendments, Claims 1-4 and 6-14 will be all the claims 
pending in the application. 

Claim 1 has been amended consistent with original Claim 5 and the description at 
page 7, lines 18-19 of the specification. Claim 5 has been canceled. New claims 10-12 are 
supported by the description at page 8, lines 4-7, of the specification. No new matter has 
been added. 

Applicants are submitting herewith an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) 
including a Form PTO/SB/08 A & B (modified) listing three published patent applications 
corresponding to the three U.S. Patent Applications listed in the Proprietary IDS filed 
October 10, 2001. 

Applicants are also submitting herewith English translations of Japan Patent 
Application Nos. 2000-215483 and 2000-381723, from which the present applications claims 
foreign priority. 

Applicants are further submitting herewith a Declaration of Yoshiaki Sakatani. Mr. 
Sakatani is a co-inventor of the present application. The Declaration presents results from 
experiments conducted on titanium oxides obtained in accordance with examples or 
embodiments disclosed in the following references: 

(1) EP-A-1,065,169; 

(2) GB- A- 1,1 89,746; 

(3) EP- A- 1,205, 244; and 

(4) S. Sato, "Photocatalytic Activity of NO x -DOPED Ti0 2 In The Visible Light 
Region", Chemical Physics Letters, Vol. 123, No. 1,2 (pp 126-128). 

All of (1) through (4) above have already been disclosed to the Examiner in an EDS 
(Applicants refer to the IDSs submitted October 10 and December 21, 2001, and April 9, 
2003. The Declaration confirms that the presently claimed titanium oxide is patentable over 
the prior art.
